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1 Filed February 17, 2004, titled "Developing and Using User 
Interfaces with Views," which is a continuation-in-part of Application 
10/676,824, filed September 30, 2003, now abandoned. The real party in 
interest is SAP Aktiengesellschaft. 
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This is a decision on appeal under 35 U.S.C. § 134(a) from the final 
rejection of claims 1-3, 5-24, and 28-31. Claims 4 and 25-27 have been 
canceled. We have jurisdiction pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 6(b). 

An oral hearing was held on January 14, 2010. 

We affirm. 

STATEMENT OF THE CASE 

The invention 

The invention relates to developing user interfaces with views and 
executing applications with such user interfaces. User input is received 
specifying a view composition. The view composition includes a set of 
views, a layout of the views, and at least one navigation link. Each view 
includes a layout of one or more user interface elements selected from a set 
of user interface elements. Each navigation link specifies a potential 
transition from one view in the set of views to another view in the set of 
views. The view composition is stored in a repository. A user interface can 
be generated according to the layout of views specified in the view 
composition, and modified based on the navigation links. See Abstract. 
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Illustrative claim 

Claim 1 is reproduced below for illustration: 

1. A computer program product operable to cause a data 
processing apparatus to assist in development of user interfaces and 
tangibly embodied in a computer-readable medium, the computer 
program product comprising instructions for: 

enabling a user to lay out one or more views for a user interface 
including allowing the user to select one or more user interface 
elements from a set of user interface elements for each of the one or 
more views; 

receiving user input specifying a view composition, the view 
composition comprising a set of views, each view in the set of views 
comprising a layout of the one or more user interface elements 
selected from the set of user interface elements, the view composition 
further comprising the layout of the views for the user interface and at 
least one navigation link, each navigation link specifying a transition 
from a first view in the set of views to a second view in the set of 
views, wherein each navigation link comprises an association between 
an exit point in the first view and an entry point in the second view; 
and 

storing the view composition in a repository such that a 
rendering program uses the view composition to display the user 
interface.

The rejections 

Claims 1-3 and 5-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 for the first 
time in the Examiner's Answer as directed to nonstatutory subject matter. 
The Examiner interprets "[a] computer program product . . . tangibly 
embodied in a computer-readable medium" in claims 1 and 16, in view of 
the Specification at page 14, lines 17-21, as broad enough to read on a 
transitory signal and not within any of the statutory classes of § 101. Ans. 5. 

Claims 1-3, 5-24, and 28-31 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as unpatentable over Inanoria, Pena, Pattison, and Mahemoff. The Examiner 
finds that Inanoria teaches: "A computer program product operable to cause 
a data processing apparatus to assist in development of user interfaces and 
tangibly embodied in a computer-readable medium, the computer program 
product comprising instructions for: . . ."; "receiving user input specifying a 
view composition, the view composition comprising a set of views, each 
view in the set of views comprising a layout of the one or more user 
interface elements selected from the set of user interface elements . . .;" and 
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"storing the view composition in a repository." Final Office Action 
(FOA) 3. The Examiner finds that Inanoria does not describe navigation 
links but finds that Pena describes the limitations that "the view composition 
further comprising the layout of the views for the user interface and at least 
one navigation link, each navigation link specifying a transition from a first 
view in the set of views to a second view in the set of views, wherein each 
navigation link comprises an association between an exit point in the first 
view and an entry point in the second view" and "such that a rendering 
program uses the view composition to display the user interface." FOA 4. 
The Examiner finds that Pattison teaches "enabling a user to lay out one or 
more views for a user interface," FOA 4, and Mahemoff teaches "including 
allowing the user to select one or more user interface elements from a set of 
user interface elements for each of the one or more views," FOA 4-5. 

35 U.S.C. § 101 

Issue 

Have Appellants shown that the Examiner erred in concluding that 
claims 1-3 and 5-24 are directed to nonstatutory subject matter under 
35 U.S.C. § 101? 

Principles of law 

"If a claim covers material not found in any of the four statutory 
categories, that claim falls outside the plainly expressed scope of § 101 even 
if the subject matter is otherwise new and useful." In re Nuijten, 
500 F.3d 1346, 1354 (Fed. Cir. 2007). "A transitory, propagating signal . . . 
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is not a 'process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter' [under 
35 U.S.C. § 101]" and therefore does not constitute patentable subject matter 
under § 101. Id. at 1357. Claims that are so broad that they read on 
nonstatutory as well as statutory subject matter are unpatentable. Cf 
In re Lintner, 458 F.2d 1013, 1015 (CCPA 1972) ("Claims which are broad 
enough to read on obvious subject matter are unpatentable even though they 
also read on nonobvious subject matter."). 

Findings of fact 

The Specification states: 

The invention can be implemented as a computer program product, 
i.e., a computer program tangibly embodied in an information carrier, 
e.g., in a machine-readable storage device or in a propagated signal, 
for execution by, or to control the operation of, data processing 
apparatus, e.g., a programmable processor, a computer, or multiple 
computers. 

Spec. 14, 11. 17-21. 

Analysis 

Appellants argue that the Specification provides two examples of an 
information carrier, a "machine-readable storage device" and a "propagated 
signal," and the claims recite a "computer-readable medium," not an 
"information carrier." Reply Br. 3. It is argued that although a signal is an 
example of an information carrier, the claim does not explicitly define the 
claimed "computer-readable medium" as encompassing a signal. Id. It is 
argued that "tangibly" means in a manner discernable to the touch and a 
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signal is not discernable to the touch, so the Examiner's interpretation of 
"tangibly embodied in a computer-readable medium" as including a 
propagated signal is unreasonable. Id. at 4. 

We disagree with Appellants' arguments. The Specification describes 
"a computer program tangibly embodied in an information carrier, e.g., ... a 
propagated signal." Spec. 14. A "propagated signal" must be carried in a 
medium, such as a wire or free space. Therefore, "tangibly embodied in a 
computer-readable medium" is broad enough to read on "tangibly embodied 
in a propagated signal," which is nonstatutory subject matter, as well as on 
"tangibly embodied in a machine-readable storage device." The claims do 
not recite that the "medium" is tangible, such as "embodied in a tangible 
medium" or "tangibly embodied in a machine-readable storage device," 
either of which requires some kind of physical structure. "Tangibly 
embodied" is broad enough to read on the program being physically 
detectable. Claims that are so broad that they read on nonstatutory as well as 
statutory subject matter are unpatentable. 

Conclusion 

Appellants have not shown that the Examiner erred in concluding that 
claims 1-3 and 5-24 are directed to nonstatutory subject matter under 
35 U.S.C. § 101. The rejection of claims 1-3 and 5-24 is affirmed. 
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35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

Issue 

Appellants argue that none of Inanoria, Pena, Pattison, or Mahemoff 
teach "enabling a user to lay out one or more views for a user interface 
including allowing the user to select one or more user interface elements 
from a set of user interface elements for each of the one or more views," as 
recited in independent claim 1 and similar limitations in independent 
claims 16 and 28-30. It is argued that Inanoria not only fails to disclose, but 
also teaches away from this limitation. This is the only limitation argued. 
Arguments not made are considered waived. 37 C.F.R. § 41.37(c)(l)(vii) 
("Any arguments or authorities not included in the brief or a reply brief filed 
pursuant to § 41.41 will be refused consideration by the Board, unless good 
cause is shown."); cf. In re Baxter Travenol Labs., 952 F.2d 388, 391 (Fed. 
Cir. 1991) ("It is not the function of this court to examine the claims in 
greater detail than argued by an appellant, looking for nonobvious 
distinctions over the prior art."). 

Therefore, the issue is: 

Have Appellants shown that the Examiner erred in finding that the 
references teach or suggest "enabling a user to lay out one or more views for 
a user interface including allowing the user to select one or more user 
interface elements from a set of user interface elements for each of the one 
or more views," as recited in representative claim 1?

Principles of law 

"[T]he test [for obviousness] is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art." 
In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 425 (CCPA 1981). A rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) is based on the following factual determinations: (1) the scope and 
content of the prior art; (2) the level of ordinary skill in the art; (3) the 
differences between the claimed invention and the prior art; and (4) any 
objective indicia of non-obviousness. KSR Int'l Co. v. Teleflex Inc., 
550 U.S. 398, 399 (2007) (citing Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 
17-18 (1966)). All claim limitations must be taught or suggested. 

"A reference may be said to teach away when a person of ordinary 
skill, upon [examining] the reference, would be discouraged from following 
the path set out in the reference, or would be led in a direction divergent 
from the path that was taken by the applicant." In re Gurley, 27 F.3d 551, 
553 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

Findings of fact 

Inanoria is sufficient to answer the issue on appeal. 

Inanoria "pertains generally to tools for creating a graphical user 
interface (GUI) for web applications, and more particularly, but not limited 
to, a structural framework for and authoring, processing and rendering of 
modular and extensible web browser GUIs." f [0002]. 
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Inanoria describes that "a web applications development environment 
and method employs an extensible user interface (XUI) framework for 
developing modular and extensible GUI-managing components." f [0010]. 

"The XUI framework employs reusable and extendable or extensible 
user interface (UI) content objects that can be invoked by the GUI-managing 
components to exhibit polymorphic behavior." f [0011]. 

"The XUI framework contains pre-built components that facilitate the 
rapid development of GUI components for web applications by using 
extensible lightweight widgets." f [0055]. 

"The XUI framework is designed to facilitate the creation and 
delivery of hypermedia documents for web applications with rich familiar 
GUI components such as menubars, toolbars, combo boxes, etc. that are 
typically found in traditional desktop applications." f [0059]. 

"The XUI framework provides a set of declarative application 
programming interfaces (APIs) known as Simple API for XUI (SAXUI) to 
be used as the main programming interface for a developer wishing to create 
web GUI components using the XUI framework. The current invention 
provides a set of generalized tags or elements that can be used to create and 
render rich GUI widgets without requiring the developer to create complex 
programs using Java or other heavyweight programming language." 
f [0062]. 

To create a web application window with embedded widgets, the 
developer creates containers, panels and different GUI components by using 
SAXUI. f [0070]. The underlying Layout Manager is also utilized by 
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defining the layout algorithm for a selected component namely "xpanel". 
Each layout algorithm is encapsulated in each of these defining components. 
f [0072]. Screens in XUI are created by putting together containers and GUI 
components to be used by the built-in Layout Manager, f [0074]. The 
Layout Manager supports several different layout algorithms. 
ft [0124]-[0126]. 

"A container is a type of component which can contain other 
components. Using a container, related components can be grouped and 
treated as a unit having one parent container." f [0075]. 

"GUI components include menus, combo box, trees, and so on. In 
Java, User Interface controls such as buttons, scrollbars, menus, text fields 
and so on are generally referred to as 'components.'" f [0076]. 

"Each container has access to the Layout Manager that is responsible 
for positioning and organizing the components inside the container. When 
the page being requested by the client browser is created, the Layout 
Manager is called upon by the Controller to properly layout the components 
that reside in the container." f [0077]. 

"Using predefined GUI components through a declarative API 
accelerates the development of rich GUI clients for web applications. 
Instead of creating these widgets from the ground up, APIs enable 
developers to re-use predefined GUI components and have the ability to 
repurpose their visual behavior by setting different attributes of each 
element." f [0079]. 
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"These predefined GUI components can be referred to as component 
'classes' wherein they can be instantiated through the declaration of an XUI 
component tag and providing the name of the component of choice by 
setting the 'class' attribute of the tag. . . . Attributes and other properties for 
each instance of these classes are encapsulated within each instance." 
1 [0080]. 

"XUI's extensible GUI components include familiar windows, split- 
pane windows, menu bars, tree menus and toolbars." f [0081]. These 
include: XFrame; XContentPane; XPanel; XIFrame; XComponent; 
XMenubar; XToolbar; XMenutree; XTabbedPane; XSplitPane; XToolTip; 
XButton; andXIcon. f f [0082]- [0094]. 

As shown in Figure 8, a frame contains one type of container, the 
XContentPane. XContentPane is a top-level container which contains 
containers called XPanels. f [0113]. 

Analysis 

Inanoria is a better reference than the Examiner appreciates. In 
particular, we do not agree with the Examiner's finding that Inanoria fails to 
teach "enabling a user to lay out one or more views for a user interface 
including allowing the user to select one or more user interface elements 
from a set of user interface elements for each of the one or more views" and 
that it is necessary to rely on Pattison and Mahemoff for this limitation. We 
agree with Appellants' arguments in the Brief as to why Pattison, Mahemoff, 
and Pena fail to teach or suggest the limitation. Furthermore, it is not clear 
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why one of ordinary skill in the art would have sought to combine the 
references in the manner proposed; e.g., why the artisan would have looked 
to Pattison for "enabling a user to lay out one or more views for a user 
interface" and to Mahemoff for "including allowing the user to select one or 
more user interface elements from a set of user interface elements for each 
of the one or more views." Therefore, we only look at Inanoria. 

We note that the Board may apply a different rationale than that 
provided by the Examiner. Reliance upon fewer references in affirming a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 does not normally constitute a new ground 
of rejection See In re Kronig, 539 F.2d 1300, 1303 (CCPA 1976); 
In re Bush, 296 F.2d 491, 496 (CCPA 1961); In re Boyer, 363 F.2d 455, 458 
n.2 (CCPA 1966). Where, as here, the limitations at issue are found in the 
main reference and there is no new obviousness reasoning, we conclude that 
there is no new ground of rejection. 

Inanoria describes a development and runtime environment for 
creating and displaying GUIs. A developer (user) uses an application 
programming interface (API) known as Simple API for XUI (SAXUI) as the 
main programming interface to create web GUI components using the XUI 
framework, f [0062]. To create a web application window with embedded 
widgets, i.e., user interface elements, the developer creates containers, 
panels and different GUI components by using SAXUI. f [0070]. A 
developer (user) selects GUI components from predefined GUI components. 
f [0079]. These predefined GUI components (or component "classes") can 
be instantiated through the declaration of an XUI component tag and 
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attributes and other properties for each instance of these classes are 
encapsulated within each instance, f [0080]. The predefined GUI 
components (ff [0059], [0081]-[0084]) correspond to "a set of user 
interface elements" from which "user interface elements" are selected by the 
developer to design the GUI (view). The developer "lays out" a view by 
selection of an XUI component tag. For example, in Figure 8, the developer 
must have been able to select how to arrange ("lay out") the XComponents 
of menu, buttons, and scroll windows in the XPanels or the appearance 
would be completely random. In addition, Inanoria describes that a layout 
algorithm is encapsulated in each of the defined components, f [0072], and 
the Layout Manager is responsible for positioning and organizing the 
components inside the container based on the layout algorithm during 
runtime, ff [0077], [0124]-[0126]. 
Appellants argue: 

Rather than using development technologies to enable a user to 
lay out one or more views for a user interface, Inanoria discloses 
using XUI technologies to create declarative-formatted (XML or XSL 
tag based) GUI components. . . . Thus, prior to runtime, the GUI 
components in Inanoria exist only as XSL tags, and the XSL tags 
must be processed by the Layout Manager at runtime upon receiving 
an HTTP request for generating views. Figure 8 of Inanoria depicts 
only these runtime views. 

Br. 18-19. 2 



2 Pages refer to the Revised Appeal Brief Under Board Rule § 41.37 
filed May 15, 2008. 
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Inanoria clearly describes a development environment to enable a 
developer to design GUIs, which are views for a user interface. Inanoria 
describes that a developer can select from predefined GUI components to 
design the GUI. Although Inanoria describes declarative-formatted GUI 
components and that GUI components are implemented as tags, Appellants 
have not shown what claim language distinguishes over Inanoria. The 
claims do not recite how the GUI components are implemented. To the 
extent Appellants argue that Figure 8 of Inanoria is only a runtime view, we 
disagree because a developer designing a GUI would have had to know what 
the final GUI would look like. One of ordinary skill in the art would have 
appreciated that the system in Inanoria would allow the designer to view the 
arrangement of GUI elements as part of the GUI design process. 

Appellants argue: 

Moreover, Inanoria teaches away by explicitly enumerating the 
disadvantages of the non-declarative approach in laying out GUI 
components. Id. at f [0008]. . . . Inanoria further details the 
ineffectiveness of these web applications development technologies in 
delivering rich GUIs for web applications, noting that "GUI data is 
normally bound or coupled with the GUI logic which normally makes 
the reuse of these GUI objects very difficult especially when working 
with multibehavioral or multi-modal pages." Id. at f [0007]. 

Br. 19. 

This teaching-away argument is not understood because Appellants 
have not shown that the claim is directed to a non- declarative approach or 
that the claims require any specific implementation that would define over 
Inanoria. In any case, Inanoria does not teach away from a non-declarative

approach (to the extent that this is relevant) because the existence of 
disadvantages does not say something will not work. 

Appellants argue that "the Examiner's piecemeal application of the 
cited references to the claims is unsupportable." Br. 21; Reply Br. 8. It is 
argued that Inanoria cannot disclose "each view in the set of views 
comprising a layout of the one or more user interface elements selected from 
the set of user interface elements," as alleged by the Examiner, if Inanoria 
does not first disclose "enabling a user to lay out one or more views for a 
user interface including allowing the user to select one or more user 
interface elements from a set of user interface elements for each of the one 
or more views," as recited in claim 1. Br. 21; Reply Br. 8. 

While we do not agree with the Examiner's formulation of the 
rejection, we find that Inanoria teaches the argued limitation in its entirety. 

Appellants argue that the Examiner erred in finding that Inanoria is 
"centered around, inter alia, the choice of programming language used in the 
implementation of a GUI builder application" (Ans. 19) because the 
Extended Model View Controller (XMVC), as disclosed by Inanoria is a 
software architecture, not a programming language. Reply Br. 6. 

The Examiner's point is that "a variety of programming languages are 
used to implement conventional/prior art GUI building systems, such as 
Appellant's" (Ans. 20), not whether the XMVC is a software architecture or 
a programming language. What is important is that Inanoria describes a 
GUI development environment where developers (users) can select 
predefined user interface elements to design GUIs (views). The claims do 
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not recite any specific implementation of the computer program that defines 
over the implementation described in Inanoria. 

Conclusion 

Appellants have not shown that the references, in particular, Inanoria, 
fail to teach or suggest "enabling a user to lay out one or more views for a 
user interface including allowing the user to select one or more user 
interface elements from a set of user interface elements for each of the one 
or more views," as recited in representative claim 1. The rejection of 
claims 1-3, 5-24, and 28-31 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is affirmed. 

REFERENCE FOR CONSIDERATION 
Normally, we would not comment on the prior art where, as here, the 
rejection over prior art is affirmed. However, since we are aware of much 
closer prior art, we feel it is our duty to bring it to the attention of Appellants 
and the Examiner to be considered in any future prosecution. 

The book by Aaron Hillegass, Cocoa Programming for Mac OS X 
(Addison- Wesley 2002) ("Cocoa Programming") (copy attached) describes 
Cocoa programming. Cocoa, developed by Apple Computer, is a collection 
of tools and libraries for writing programs for Mac OS X. Cocoa 
programming uses Objective-C, which is an object-oriented programming 
language extension of C. 

The most relevant part of Cocoa is the Interface Builder: 

Interface Builder is a GUI builder. It allows you to lay out windows 
and add widgets to those windows. It is, however, much more. 
Interface Builder allows the developer to create objects and edit their

attributes. Most of those object are UI elements like buttons or text 
fields, but some will be instances of classes that you create. 

Page 4. The claims cover the Apple Interface Builder. 

When a new Cocoa Application project is created, it includes a group 
of resources including a "main.m" file and a "MainMenu.nib" file. Files 
ending in ".m" are implementation files in Objective-C; files ending in ".h" 
are header files. A "nib" file is a special type of resource file that stores the 
user interfaces of Mac OS X applications; "nib" stands for "NeXT Interface 
Builder." The main.m file contains a main() function that, unlike the main() 
function in C or C++, only calls the NSApplicationMain() method which 
loads the user interface objects from a nib file. Pages 12-14. 

The skeleton of a Cocoa Application project that was created will 
compile and run. It has a menu and a window. Page 11; Fig. 2.6. 

When the user double-clicks on the MainMenu.nib entry in the Project 
Builder, the Interface Builder is opened which includes several windows: 
a palette window (page 15; Fig. 2.8); a blank window (pages 15-16; 
Fig. 2.9); Info Panel (also known as the "Inspector") (page 16; Fig. 2.12); a 
document window titled "MainMenu.nib" (pages 17-18; Fig. 2.13); and a 
menu bar which can be edited in the Interface Builder (pages 94, 281-282). 

Cocoa Programming describes: "The palette window (Figure 2.8) is 
where you will find user interface widgets that can be dragged into your 
interface. For example, if you want a button, you can drag it from the 
palette window." Page 15. A simple example of dragging two buttons and a 
text field from the palette onto the window and arranging them within the 
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window to conform to Apple's GUI guidelines is described. Pages 16-17. 
Other examples of user interface elements are buttons (pages 75-76), sliders 
(page 77), text fields (pages 78-79), tables and buttons (pages 106-109), 
colorwell and checkbox (pages 148-150), scroll bars (pages 199-201), tab 
views (page 229, Fig. 14.7), etc. All of these elements can be arranged by a 
user in the window view by dragging them off the palette and dropping them 
into place in the window. Any number of views can be designed using the 
Interface Builder. Therefore, Cocoa Programming teaches "enabling a user 
to lay out one or more views for a user interface including allowing the user 
to select one or more user interface elements from a set of user interface 
elements for each of the one or more views," as recited in claim 1 and 
similar limitations in claims 1, 16, and 28-30. Note that the limitation of 
"one or more views" is satisfied by one view, although this is inconsistent in 
later reciting at least one navigation link from a first view to a second view, 
which requires at least two views. 

The Info Panel ("Inspector") allows the user to set property settings 
for the user interface elements {see, e.g., claim 3). For example, the 
NSButton Info panel allows the user to set a title, alternate title, type of 
button, the appearance, alignment. Page 76; Fig. 4.4. The NSSlider Info 
panel sets properties of the slider element. Page 77; Fig. 4.5. A window 
info panel sets properties of a window. Page 86; Fig. 4.14. The custom 
view info panel lets users set the position and size of a view as well as 
whether the view will resize as the window resizes. Pages 193-197. There 
are many other examples in the book. 
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Cocoa Programming describes that all of the visible objects in an 
application are either windows or views and each window has a collection of 
views. Page 189. The window has a content view that completely fills its 
interior and the content view usually has several subviews. Pages 189-191. 
Appellants' Specification states that "[t]he view area can be used to display 
multiple views; however, only one view can be displayed in the view area at 
a given time." Spec. 6, 11. 26-28. This does not expressly define a "view," 
and does not define over the Cocoa Programming definition of a view. 
Nevertheless, a window in Cocoa Programming is clearly a "view" as 
understood by Appellants. 

Cocoa programs have classes that can be organized in the Model- 
View-Controller pattern. Pages 100-101. The "view" classes are visible on 
the screen (like buttons, text field, boxes). "Model" classes represent ideas 
and contain the data. "Controller" classes move data from the model into the 
view for the user to see and take the user's edits from the views and move 
them into the model. Page 100. We have discussed views and how the user 
can lay out a view using user interface elements. 

Each control in the user interface has a "target" and an "action." A 
target is a pointer to another object. Page 74. The action is a message 
(selector) to send to the target; methods that can be triggered by user 
interface objects are called actions. Pages 74, 18. For example, a button has 
a target and a action. Page 73. The control is connected to the target by 
control- dragging from the control object to the target object and then 
selecting an action. E.g., pages 21-24. Instance variables that are pointers to 
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other objects are called "outlets." Page 18. These outlets are also connected 
by control- dragging. Page 22. Therefore, the Interface Builder describes a 
graphical method of constructing and connecting views. 

As to the navigation links, an application can have several views 
which are connected together. Under the Cocoa definition of a view, each 
user interface element in a window is a view. These views are connected 
using the control-drag technique. For example, the application in Chapter 14 
shows a view (re-titled as "BigLetterView") and two text fields (also views). 
The views are connected by setting the "nextKeyView" so that a user can tab 
or shift-tab to move between views. Chapter 18 described drag-and-drop 
operations between two views on the same window. 

In addition, Cocoa applications can navigate among different 
windows if a window is considered a view. For example, the RaiseMan 
example in Chapter 4 describes an application having records stored in a 
mutable array, where each record for a person is displayed in a separate 
window, where records are connected via a "previous record" or "next 
record" link corresponding to a "navigation link." For example, "you can 
create more than one window (Figure 4.26)." Page 99 {see "Record 2 of 2"). 
Other examples of bringing up another window (view) are adding a "panel" 
(Chapter 7), "alert panels" (Chapter 10), and "sheets" (Chapter 20). The user 
can add a new window to the application by dragging one off the palette and 
making the appropriate connections and settings. Pages 282-283. 

The nib file is used to display the user interface and thus corresponds 
to the claimed "view composition." The nib file is a collection of objects 
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that have been archived. When the program runs, the objects are brought 
back to life before the application handles any events from the user. 
Page 29. To the extent the view composition includes software, such as 
pointers or indexes, to link views, the software that links the views in Cocoa 
Programming is part of the view composition. 

This discussion only presents highlights of the Cocoa Interface 
Builder and the whole Cocoa Programming book should be considered. 

CONCLUSION 
The rejection of claims 1-3 and 5-24 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 is 
affirmed. 

The rejection of claims 1-3, 5-24, and 28-31 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
is affirmed. 
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Requests for extensions of time are governed by 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(b). 
See 37 C.F.R. § 41.50(f).
